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FISCAL ANALYSIS

ASSUMPTION

Officials at the Office of the State Courts Administrator (OSCA) assume the proposed
legislation authorizes additional circuit judges for certain circuits when indicated by annual
judicial performance report and repeals provisions regarding the appointment of a janitor-
messenger. This section of the proposed legislation indicates for three consecutive calendar
years the need for four or more full-time judicial positions in any judicial circuit having a
population of one hundred thousand or more there shall be one additional circuit judge position
authorized in such circuit, subject to appropriations made for that purpose.

St. Louis County qualifies for an additional judicial position in Fiscal Years 2017, again in 2018,
and again in 2019. The cost of each position is as follows:

Currently the JudWWL for St. Louis County is 9.63 FTE, this proposal would reduce the need to
8.63 in FY 2017, 7.63 in FY 2018 and 6.53 in FY 2019.

Oversight assumes from the Missouri Circuit Costs Judicial Needs Assessment Model that
Greene County would also qualify for an additional judicial position in FY 2017 (their JudWWL
at August 2015 was 4.70). Oversight also assumes that St. Louis County would continue to
qualify for an additional judicial position in FY 2020 as well as in FY 2021. The cost of each
position would be as follows:

Oversight assumes according to section 478.073.1.(2), beginning in 2020, a judicial conference
shall submit to the Secretary of the Senate a circuit realignment plan for the alteration of the
geographical boundaries and territorial jurisdiction of the judicial circuits. Along with a
statement of the numbers and boundaries of the proposed judicial circuits together with a map of
the proposed judicial circuits, the circuit realignment plan shall include an analysis of the A
current judicial weighted workload model. Once submitted to both chambers, a circuit
realignment plan shall become effective January first of the year following the session of the
general assembly (1/1/2021) to which it is submitted, unless a bill realigning the judicial circuits
is presented to the Governor and is duly enacted.

Therefore, Oversight assumes once the realignment plan is submitted in 2020, judicial positions

may be realigned among the circuits, and Oversight will not reflect a fiscal impact for this bill
past FY 2021.

FISCAL IMPACT - Small Business

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FISCAL DESCRIPTION

This act provides that when an annual judicial performance report indicates for three consecutive
years that a judicial circuit with a population of one hundred thousand people or more is in need
of four or more full-time judicial positions then, subject to appropriations, there shall be one
additional circuit judge position authorized in that circuit. The act also repeals sections of law
referencing the appointment of a janitor-messenger in the circuit court of the City of St. Louis.

This legislation is not federally mandated, would not duplicate any other program and would not
require additional capital improvements or rental space.
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
